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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,284,302 to Berger et al in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,549,922 to 
Juchem. Berger et al discloses the claimed invention, including cooling pasty mixtures 
with liquid carbon dioxide. However, Berger et al does not disclose the step of 
combining the pasty mixture with gaseous carbon dioxide. Juchem teaches that it is old 
to combine a pasty mixture with gaseous carbon dioxide. See, for example, column 2, 
lines 28-35 and also line 52. Thus, it would be obvious to combine the pasty mixture of 
Berger et al with gaseous carbon dioxide, in view of Juchem, to yield the predictable 
result of reducing the microorganism population of the pasty mixture. The temperatures 
and pressures of the liquid carbon dioxide are considered to be matters of obvious 
choice to one of ordinary skill in the art. No criticality or unexpected results are seen or 
have been disclosed for the claimed temperatures or pressures for the liquid carbon 
dioxide. Furthermore, one of ordinary skill in the refrigeration art would be able to 
choose the appropriate temperature and/or pressure for the liquid carbon dioxide 
without undue experimentation. Likewise, the claimed particle size is also considered to 
be a matter of obvious choice to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

3. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because the drawings filed on May 1, 2006 are clearly informal and are hard
